ries a greater Evil with it, by making too 
a Number of the Trade to the Hurt of the 
fair Dealers, ſo that they cannot have a 
ſufficent Demand for our Wares, nor a 
living Price for their Goods, when they 
pick up a Cuſtomer, The fallen fort who 
do the Drudgery of the Buſineſs, and 
who are not the fel in Number, ſuffer 
_ exceedingly by the Decay of Trade, bro- 
ken Promiſes, and Evils incident to Love ; 
they indeed groan under a few, but the 
moſt poignant Hardſhips, often wanting 
the common Neceſſaries of Nature, or a 
Half-penny, to. buy refreſhing Dram ; 
and what adds to their Miſeries, is the 
barbarous and inhuman Treatment they 
meet with from” the Peſt of Society, and 
Scum of the Nation, ſuch as Middleſex 
Zu—5, Informing Conſtables, and Per- 
jur'd Watchmen; and if Nightly Contri- 
butions are not carefully paid, they are 
ſevere Proofs, that Poverty is the great- 
eſt Crime amongſt theſe kind of Gentry 
and Leeches in Power, and are fure to 
meet with the ſevereſt Puniſhment for 
That FARE nl. nr.
